On this point there is a single de- 
fect in the argument of the London Times, in 
supposing that the Slave-trade, after our ac- 
quigition of the Island, will be tolerated at all, 
any more than the same trade with the old 
States..of. the Union, which. was abolished as 
early as 1508—almost as goon 26 WILBERFORCE 
_ | carried his favorite measure: through the Brit- 
ish Parliament, after a struggle of years. Our 
London cotemporary, may rest satisfied that 
the revolting infamies of the trade, and the 
more than criminal participation of the Gov- 
ernment officials in its profits, as now carried 
on by Spain, will be instantly discontinued and 
forever, if ever the Island shall be incorporated 
} a8 a member of this great Confederacy. 
Slavery, itself, will not be—as we doubt 
whether it could be—abolished in the Island 
State. The question would be left, where we 
should find it, with the People of the State, 
and there is not one of the old members of the 
Union, Massachusetts herself not excepted, 
who would protest for an instant against such 
decision—Slavery or no Slavery.’ The New- 
England States and the Free Northwest would 
in trath be the largest gainers by the acquisi- 
tion, and they, it will be conceded, have the. 
practical sense to appreciate its advantages, 
whether in the shape of cheap sugar, or a new 
and profitable market for domestic goods and 
farm produce. 

Bat suppose Spain will not sell; on any 
terms, must we then filibuster, or, in some 
other disgraceful way, provoke her to war? 
By no: means. The alternatives are neither 
disgraceful, nor in our sense of popular rightg 
unusual. If the people of the Island desire to 
buy of us, as.they now sell to us, on the best 
terms for themselves, or if they desire to be 
incorporated with us, in the American Union, 
as a sovereign State, instead of remaining a 
dependency of Spain, we can meet them, in 
the one case, by separate and independent 
commercial treaties, or, in the other, by our 
political sympathies and material aid’ And 
our Government will not fail, we presume, in 
making thorough and impartial ihquiry on this 
subject, whenever it is settled that the Gov- 
ernment at Madrid will neither part with the 
Island for a money consideration, nor relax 
her embargo on American produce, nor sup- 
press the .erying shamé aiid studied insult to 
the civilized world, of maintaining her Cap- 
tains-General as common slave-brokers at 
Havana—the Queen herself being the largest 
recipient of the profits of this most infamous 
license. 

It may or may not, be generally known, but 
the evidences of the fact are not wanting among 
the planters ef Cuba, who spend their Summers 
here, and ‘among their factors of Spanish- 
blood resident merchants in New-York, that 
‘while the most influéntial and wealthy citizens 
of the Island are politically passive, to all out- 
ward appearances, af’ present, on the question 
of annexation, they feel that their material in- 
terests, and their status as a people, would be 
greatly promoted by the transfer. They know 
that their estates would be doubled in value, 
and the annual support of those estates re- 
duced one-halfin expense by free trade with 
the United States. And as Spain will not 
allow this, the ‘conclusion is irresistible that 
these people heartily desire to assume an inde- 
pendent position, politically, if possessed of the 
way to do it, with the countenance and moral, 
and if need be physical, support of the strong 
Government of this country. This being once 
clearly established, our course is plain enough, 
and that without dishonor, and without with- 
holding ultimate indemnity for the loss to the 
Government at. Madrid. This last point, as 
intimated on Tuesday, we could well afford to 
leave to the arbitrament of the British credit- 
ors of Spain, to the British Government itself, 
orto any other friendly power, such, for ex- 
ample, a8 France or Russia... There can be no 
real difficulty on this subject, since no in- 
justice is intended on our own part.

the mighty loom of Time into the masy-colo 
ed wed of ‘our life. © The stati of the 
latest returns—those of 1857—show that our 
Government granted no less than 2,671 pateat 
rights during that year. Ip 1847 :pfie retutns 
were but 572, manifesting an increase of almost 
500 per cent. in. the .course past10 
yeare! And if we take iato it the fact 
that patents applied for are generally quadruple 
the number of those granted, some slight idea 
may be conceived of the prodigious. amount of 
intellectual power employed in inventions. 

The startling fact of the concentration of so 
much mental energy on practical science has 
a very deep significance. It is not merely the 
result of a certain combination of ciroumstan- 
ces; it has a-reot in the structure. of the 
American mind. ‘There is that inthe Amert- 
can mind—a versatility, an aptitude, @ con- 
structiveness, that sheds inventions with a 
fertility that rivals the fecundity. of nature. 
We know noth'ng of. our own immensity in 
this respect ; and, even wherethe wonderful 
copiousness of inventions is.wéll enough un- 
derstood, the essential significance of the 
matter is yet scarcely at.all appreciated. 

The effects of this wonderful mental activi- 
ty directed towards practical applications of 
science, towards the industrial and mechanic 
arts, are and mustbe manifold. ‘Their obvious 
and immediate import as a productive power, 
increasing wealth and prosperity, doés not ex- 
haust their uses. When a nation has.evolved 
from its creative brain and shaping hands ro- 
tary presses, locomotive engines, reaping 
machines, sewing machines, revolving pistols, 
self-acting mules, and elegtric telegraphs 
—other and subtler masteries are also 
attained. These are taken in and go 
to the muscle and the make of a more 
lusty, electric national mind... There is a class 
of croakers who are eternally whimpering at 
the deficiency of America in Art.and Litera- 
ture, a8 though these were the sole spheres in 
which mental power manifests itself—as 
though the same creative activity does not 
work in man’s ptactical embodiments as in 
the production of pictures er poems! To the 
antique world, with its narrow theatre, Art 
served as the expression of its life. It does 
not of ours, in ite heaving, turbulent, billowy 
tides. me 

The significance. of invention, of practical 
science, is that it leads to pure science. It 
is an auspicious sign, the absorption of so 
much mind in invention. It will bea school 
where momentous lessons will be learned. 
Practical needa always generate corresponding 
sciences. It is, again, from these living wells 
that concrete applications are. to draw their 
power. How many melancholy instances 
does American invention affurd of the utter 
failure that results from the want of being 
based on science? Multitudes of ingenious 
‘and clever men, through the lack of a knowl- 
edge of fundamental scientific principles, ex- 
pend both their time and temper in futile and 
Utopian attempts to work contrary to the in- 
herent and immutable laws of Nature, ‘There 
is absolutely no limit to the creative might of 
‘man while he keeps within the orbit of Na- 
ture’s laws ; but astern decree is written 
against the first possibility of success while 
pursuing a course counter to the sublimely-im- 
perious path where law strides on in its flam- 
ing ecliptic. Of course, the only remedy fo, 
this is more light. And heré it is that the mis- 
sion ofa great school of Technology ‘would 
begin. It is melancholy to think that a nation, 
which far outstrips all others in its inventive 
genius, has. no_ institution where __practi- 
cal science may find adequate atten- 
tion. And how pitiful to think of the im- 
mense sums expended in such chaotic attempts 
as the Smithsonian, Lowell and Cooper 
Institutes, when the same amount might have 
accomplished such beneficent revolutions in 
the directions we hint at! Several influen- 
tial individuals in our City are ready and 
willing to render efficient aid to this great en- 
terprise, should the initiative but be taken. 


The inventors are doing a work beyond the 
dream of poet or prophecy. The time hag not 
come yet for the appreciation of such matters.

If any desperate attempt to get 
away proved successful, the police were only 
too happy to absist in the chase of the fugi- 
tive, and to bring her back to her master, who 
at once inflicted brutal puhishment, beating 
the poor creatures and stamping upon them 


fortunates were spent in menial and hopeless 


of all comers, whether black or white, whom 
their keepers turned in to them. The. wages 
of their prostitution they were not permitted 
to receive; it was paid to their jailers. One 
of the poor wretches swore that she had not 
passed the frent door in four years and a half. 
Others attested the inhuman severity of treat- 
ment following their endeayors to escape, 
and the threats of malicious prosecution upon 
false charges of larceny, which terrified them 
into submission. Neighbors also testified that 
the place was a well-known grog-shop and 
dance-house, visited by throngs of disorderly 
persons, black and white, and a nuisance to 
the vicinage. In short, if the evidence of a 
score of inmates. and outsiders ig to be ered- 
ited, a more abominable den does not exist in 
the City than this peaceable and orderly estab- 
lishment of Prrzx Dawson.
